LONDON, April 30.—The negotiations whicn 
have for some time been pending between the 
Queen Dowager of Hanover and the Prussian 
Government respecting her estates have been 
concluded.

It also agrees to pay the Queen the sum 
of 60,000 marks or £38,000 a year out of the 
proceeds of the Hanoverian Crown lands, 
to which she is entitled by the terms of her 
marriage settlement; and also to pay her chil- 
dren an annual allowance from the same 
source. The Prussian Government has hith- 
erto refused to make these payments, having 
been advised by the $ Crown law- 

ers that such payments would 
¢ illegal while the property of the royal house 
of Hanover remained under sequestration. 

The anengement is, however, encumbered 
with a condition prohibiting the Queen from 
residing in the castle of Mariensburg.

WON BY CHARIBERT. 
Special by Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 30.—The race for the 2,000- 
guineas stakes to-day at Newmarket was wun 
by Lord Falmouth’s Charibert, Goater’s Ca- 
dogan second, Count de la Grange’s Rayon 
d’Or third. There were fifteen starters. 

IN THE BETTING 
there were twenty to one against the winner, 
ten to one against the second horse, and six to 
one against the third horse. There were 
twenty-two to one against Uncas. 
RECORD OF THE WINNER, 

His first race was the July Stakes at New- 
market, when he ran fourth to Ruperra, 
Gunnersbury and Rayon d@’Or. He then beat 
Zut at Goodwood—no great performance— 
and then he and Rayon d’Or seesawed two 
races at Doncaster. The Champagne Stakes 
run on the Tuesday was won by Childeric, 
while Rayon d’Or won a sweepstakes on the 
Thursday. These two races were both at level 
weights with the same jockeys up, and over 
about the same length of course. It is rather 
difficult, therefore, to account for the reversal 
of form, butin the ,last race Goater. on the 
French colt, rode the race as he 
thought best and never let Chari- 
bert get a chance, whereas in the 
Champagne Stakes he rode to orders, which 
were to come at the finish and, while he 
was waiting, Archer at a critical moment 
drove Charibert along, and getting a couple 
of lengths’ lead managed to keep ahead. 
Charibert neat ran second to his stab‘e com- 
panion, Leap Year,in the Prendergast Stakes; 
was nowhere in the Middie Park Plate with 
129 lbs., 7 lbs penalty, and wound up by se- 
curing a Post Produce Stakes, Malabar, who 
alone opposed him, not being able to gallop 
fast enough to keep Charibert warm. Chari- 
bert’s running to-day at Newmarket is quite 
inexplicable, for he was beaten by Reconcilia- 
tion, a filly that pulled up and walked in, so 
badly was she beaten by Rayon d’Or and 
Charibert at Doncaster last September.

LONDON, April 30.—The first great three- 
year-old race of the year took place to-day 
at Newmarket during whatis called the first 
spring meeting. It attracted considerable 
attention and wnuch interest was manifested in 
the race. The late victories of Parole have 
increased public interest, andthe performance 
of Uncas, Pierre Lorillard’s horse, entered in 
the race, was watched with anxiety. One 
thing that lends 80 much in- 
to the Two Thousand Guineas 
is that it is the first race of the three-year- 
olds of the season, and its results cast some 
light upon the probabilities of the Derby.

Believing that Mr. Jobn G. Priest, who has 
just retired from the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners and the Board of Health, and who is a 
possible candidate for Mayor in 1881, could 
impart some valuable information in regard 
to both the very important departments of the 
city government with which he has 
been 80 prominently connected for 
many years, a reporter calle | 
around to see him at his office this morning 
avd a ked him if he had any objection to b:2- 
ing interviewed. 

‘*None,’’ said Mr. Priest. ‘‘Now since I 
am no longer in any public position I may be 
able to say afew things in which the public 
feels @ome interest, for I have had 
4 reasonable amount of exper- 
ience and have learned some _§ things 
that may be valuable to other people. 

‘*T have been in the Board of Health and 
the Board of Police Commissioners since 
1875, and have served under the 

TWO DIFFERENT SYSTEMS 
of government—the old Charter and the new 
Scheme and Charter. 

‘*] was appointed Police Commissioner by 
Gov. Hardin, and took my seatinthe Po- 
lice Board February 17, 1875, and was 
immediately designated from the Board 
of Police Commissioners by the Mayor to the 
Board of Health, succeeding ex-Senator Arm- 
strong in both positions.’’ 

‘*Do you think the present organization of 
the Police Board the best for the city?’’ 

‘*Yes. The Metropolitan system 
is the best. It keeps the 
police free, in a measure, from local political 


influences.’’ 

‘*You don’t think, then, it would be a good 
idea to have the Police Commissioners elected 
here in the city?’’

‘*W hat do you think of 

MR. FRANCIS?’’ 

‘‘T think he is an officer of very excellent 
capacity. He has discharged the duties of

KASHKA PRASKOWZA’S CRIME. 
The Latest Victim of the Russian Ni- 

hilists—The Murdered Nobleman’s Fu- 

neral. 
(From the London Telegraph. } 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 8.—The funeral 
of the unfortunate gentleman Bromisslaw 
Bairaschewski, who was assassinated a few 
days ago by the young woman Kashka Pras- 
kowza, took place in the Catholic cemetery 
of Moscow on Sunday, April 6. The murder 
was committed while the victim was present 
at an entertainment given by a fellow student 
to several friends. Praskowza, who is only 
nineteen years of age,extremely prepossessing 
and of goodand ancient family, entered the 
reom while the young men were in conversa- 
tion and deliberately shot Bairaschewski 
through the bead with a pistol she carried in 
her pocket. Curiously enough the funeral 
was attended by only about ten persons, 
among them several females, while all the for- 
mer companions of the murdered young man 
were conspicuous by their absence. Not one 
of them attended the obsequies of the hapless 
nobleman, to show the last token of respect 
to their deceased friend and sometime com- 
panion. And when the solitary procession 
slowly wended its way past the Technical 
School of Moscow, few persons would have 
known that the funeral taking place was 
that of the hapless man of whose shock- 
ing death the whole of the city was speak- 


ing. 

The only facts that have transpired in con- 
nection with the crime are that the young 
woman Praskowza had —ey beceme ac- 
quainted with Bairaschewski at Warsaw; that 
for about twelve months or so they were both 
members of a secret revolutionary committee 
which had been constituted in the: Polish city. 
This organization Bairaschewski quitted, and 
for his faithlessness to the principles of the 
Nibilist propaganda he was condemned to 
death, and assassinated by the voung woman 
Praskowza. The latier continues to maintain 
silence as to the motives which induced her to 
undertake the commission of thecrime. It 
bas, however, been ascertained that Praskow- 
za resided for some days in the house where 
the murder was afterward perpetrated, for 
the purpose ef becoming acquainted with the 
passages and rooms in which the deceased 
man and bis friends were m the habit of meet- 
ing. A criminal investigation is taking place, 
but, as in the majority of similar cases, the 
accused, who 1s the only person capable of 
throwing any light upon the mysterious busi- 
ness, will make no confession save a decilara- 
tion of her guilt, and that she is fully pre-

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THE VELOCITY OF LIGHT. 


Plan of Ensign A.A. Michelson, U. S. 
N., for a More Accurate Computa- 
tion.

ANNAPOLIS, Mb., April 23.—There are 
now in progress at tae Naval Academy pre- 
parations for a scientific investigation of an 
investigating eharacter. Ensign A. A. Mich- 
elson, Unitea States Navy, having delivered a 
lecture upon ‘‘*Light’’ before an association 
of scientists. made in preparation for it a 
series of investigations that induced him to 


believe that he could determine more accur- 
ately than is now known the velocity with 
which light travels, the two accepted compu- 
tations being about a thousand miles apart in 
the distance asserted to be traveled in a second. 
Under orders from the Navy Department 
Ensign Michelson has erected the apparatus 
to determine his theory practically. 

The plan is essentially that used by Fou- 
cault, with the exception thata lens of great 
focal length and a plain mirror are used in- 
stead of a concave mirrur. This arrange- 
ment permits the use of a considerable dis- 
tance, and consequently gives along interval 
of time, which insures greater accuracy. The 
displacement of the image of a slit is the 
quantity to be measured, and this in Fou- 
cault’s experiments was a fraction of a mille- 
metre—and the velocity of light could not be 
determined with any greater gprs than 
could this displacement—which would bea 
fraction of 1 per cent. In the experiments 
made here by Ensign Michelson the displace- 
ment has been increased to over 100 milleme- 
tres. Hence, the error introduced by this 
measurement would be less than 1,000th of 
the whole, or less than twenty miles. 

Another, though not an essential feature, is 
the use ofatuning fork, bearing amurror on 
one prong and kept in motion by a current of 
electricity, by means of which the speedof 
the revolving mirror can be ascertained with 
the same degree of precision. The mirror is 
put in motion by a _ biast of air fur- 
nished by a small rotary’ bilow:r, 
which is turned by a steamengine. By this 
means a very steady speed is maintained. The 
entire apparatus is now nearly complete and 
in two or three weeks the observations will be 
commenced. Ensign Michelson (who is hard- 
ly thirty yet, by the way) invites an inspection 
of his method by all who are interested. He 
was furnished the sinews of war to make his 
experiments by Mr. A. Heminway, of 
New York.

An Attempt to Prevent the Sale of Sunday 
Newspapers.

All Places of Business Clused.

The Citizens’ Protective Association of 
Newark, an organization composed chiefly of 
lagér beer brewers and bar-room keepers, 
yesterday made their second attempt to enforce 
the Sunday laws of New Jersey. Their action 
grows out vf that of the Law and Order Asso- 
ciation, a body of temperance and church peo- 
ple, who some time ago attemptedto enforce 
the Jaws regarding the sale of liquor on Sun- 
day. They entered complaints against many 
liquor _ sellers, who felt aggrieved 
that ‘they should be singled out from 


others who did business on Sunday, such as 
barbers, butchers, milkmen, druggists, and 
newsdealers. An association was thus form- 
ed, with the avowed determination to make 
the Sunday laws of the State odious, and the 
members of this sssociation announced their 
purpose to prosecute all who broke the laws. 
‘tLe lews now stand substantially the same as 
theyytood in 1798, after the revision of what 
v us called the ** Vice and Immorality Act’’ of 
17/0, when was passed **An act to promote 
ihe interest of religion, and for the suppres- 
sion of vice amouvg all ranks of people within 
the State.” The law probibits the sale on Sun- 
day of intoxicating beverages, cigars, meat, 
milk, and, in fact, all commodities; the trav- 
eiing of citizens in vehicles of any kind, ex- 
<eyit to and from chureh; andthe transacting 
of allkinds of business, or work, exvept that 
of charity or absolute necessity. 

One week ayo yesterday tne Protective As- 
scciation made a beginning in their work of 
reform, but it was compuratively slight in 
comparison with that of yesterday. The citi- 
zens saw that the men were in earnest, and 
On Saturday, as was toldin yes'erd:y’s Sun, 
they made preparations accordingly. Milk- 
men and butchers worked until late at night 
supplying their customers. The cigar stores 
did a thriving business. Never had so much 
botiled beer been sold. The liquor dealers 
bottled hundreds of pints of liquor in suitable 
flasks,and thus Newark prepared for Sunday. 
‘The newrdealers decided at a Inte houc that 
they world sell no Sunday = newsp.- 
pers. The Newark News Company 
selis each Sunday 4,409 copies 
of the Sun and 2.500 of the Herald. with a 
corresponding proportion of other New York 
Sunday newspapers; but fur yesterdiy none 
were ordered. In Newark there are three Suu- 
day papers—ihe Call, Register and Freie 
Zeitung, the leading German paper. The 
latter printed its Sunday edition at 6 o’clock 
on Saturday evening, and distributed it be- 
fore midnight, ‘The Rigister printed no Sun- 
day edition, and the Call made preparations 
for its usual edition at the usual time. It 
ceemed itself secure, because, under a special 

aw of 184 andag eral law of 1876, it was 
made a legal newspaper ofthe State, and _by 
the act of 18it all previous enactments that 
were inconsisient with or in conflict with the 
provisions of the old law were declared to be 
of no-effect. 

The Citizens’ Protective Association began 
its work early. A number of constables were 
employed especially to put a stop to the trattic 
in newspapers, and they seemed determined 
to earn their money.

rounded the packages, not touching them, 
however. They were somewhat surprised 
when severz] men with a number of news- 
boys got off the train and walked 
upto the packages of papers and claimed 
them. The constables had expected that the 
News Company would receive the papers and 
aitcmptto teke them to their distributing 
recom iv a wagon, and their plan was to seize 
the Wapon and papers inthe street. They re- 
covered from their surprise, and ordered the 
men who had come from New York in charge 
efihe newspapers notto touch the bundles. 

‘Life a dispute was going on, one of the men 
opened pis bundle of newspapers and began to 
give them away tothe many bystanders. He 
wes quichly ordered to check bis generosity, 
onthe ground that it was iilegal. All this 
time the members of the association were urg- 
ing the constables todo their duty and seize 
the papers and arrest the men in charge of 
them: but the officers of the law were in no 
hurry to prec:pitate matters, and they evident- 
ly had no heert in the affair. Moreover, they 

‘es were indoubt as to what was legal and what 
was illegalinthe matter. ‘*‘We don’t want 
to burn our fingers for the sake of any associa- 
tion,’’ said one of them, anz the others en- 
dorsed the spokesman. 

Aside from the excitement over the news- 
popers the city was very quiet, and at 10:20 
when the bells were ringing for church, a Sun 
reporter standing at Broad and Market streets 

could not see a vebicle of any kind other than 
horse cars, Laterafew carriages were seen 
hurrving their occupants to church; but aside 
frem this the streets appeared to be deserted. 
‘The sidewalks were also deserted to a great 
extent, for many people feared to go on the 
strects, not knowing to what extent the Sunday 

Jaw governed their personal privileges. Of 
course the liquor stores were closed ostensibly. 
Seme of them had ecrape on their door 
bandles. A druggist on Market street had 
on Lis show case the words in sombre black: 
‘*We meurn our loss.’’ Drug stores were 
cerefully watched to see that nothing but pre- 
scriptions was sold there. They were com- 
plained of before Justice Faust, but no ar- 
rests were made. It was a day of little drink- 
ine in Newark at bars, for few but the inf- 
tisied could find asaloon open. But a Sun 
reporter was taken to asaloon within a stone’s 
throw of wherethe Justice sit, in which he 
sawale and whisky freely dispensed. The 
German saloon-keepers as a rule closed their 
places, and many of them went out of town to 
spend the day. The number of citizens who 
went out of town was unusually large. One 
ofthe most prominent liquor dealers in the 
city opened his front doors wide, a thing that 
he has never done before on Sunday; but to 
the surprise and disgust of not a few thirsty 
versons he refused to sell a drop of anything. 
le was closcly watched and seemed to enjoy 
the situation. 

Ancbered in the Passaic River, midway be- 
tween Newark and Hudson County, was a 
lerge barge, bearing on a huge canvass sign 
the words, ‘*Lager Beer.’’ Boats plied back 
and forth between the barge and the shore, 
and the proprietor dida thriving business. 
‘Three of the association detectives boarded the 
barge, sampled the lager, and then reported 
the seller toJustice Faust as a violator of the 
aw. 

The rush to East Newark yesterday resem- 
bled, in a small way, the migration of New 
Yorkers to Hoboken during the excise ex- 
citement of 1866. Thousands of people, the 
majority of them Americans, poured across the 
bridges over the Passaie, and helped to swell 
the tills of the East Newark barkeepers. The 
‘sidewalks of Bridge street, one of the principal 
avenues leading into Kast Newark, were lined 
with straggling groups of thirsty pleasure 
seckers coming and going. Many of the latter 
were boisterous and showed that they had 
drunk as much beeras they could carry with 
“wre ‘Fhere was much loud language, but no 

bling. 

The saloons opposite the East Newark side 
of the bridge were thronged with thirsty 
drinkers. Behind the sloppy bar of one of 
them two men were dealing out beer. wine 
tmd whisky as fast as they could handle the 
bottles and glasses. The place resounded with 
ov, songs and denunciations ofthe Sunday 
aw.

Important Bearing of a Decision of the 
Court of Appeals. 


All Sentences of the Court of Criminal 
Correction Illegal. 


— 


Possible Liberation of a Large Number of 
People From the Jail and Work-House. 


The Court ot Appeals yester lay rendered a 
decision on the motion fora rehearing in the 
case of the State vs. Boogher. The decis- 
ion is: 

‘*This motion is overruled, no good ground 
for sustaining it being shown. It is, however, 
now for theo first time called to the attention of 
the court that no final judgment was rendered 
in this case. There is what purports to be a 
judgment, but in the entry, as it appears 
of record, no apt wordsare used to enforce 
the conclusion and determination of tne law, 
as in the well-settled formulary, ‘It 
is therefore considered by the court, etc.,’ but 
words of avery different legal significance are: 
‘It is ordered,ete.’ Therethus appearing to 
be no final judgment, the affirmance will be set 
aside, the appeal dismisscd, and the case re- 
manded with directions tothe Court of Crim- 
inal Correction to pronounce sentence and en- 
ter*a judgment inthe case.’’ This will prob- 


ably enable Boogher to filo his billof excep- 


tions and perfect his appeal. 

The decision is a somewhat unexpected one, 
and may be a very important one in its 
bearings, not so much as regards Buogher, but 
in its effectson all judgments rendered in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. It appears that 


in all entries of judgments made by the cierk of 
the Court of Criminal Correction tor years past, 
the words‘ ‘it is ordered’’ are used instead ot* ‘it 
is considcred,’’ whicii latter the Court of Ap- 
peals now says are the only proper 
wind legal ones; of course it the words 
‘*it is ordered’’ are not proper and legal in 
entries of juagmeuts, all judgments which con- 
tuinthem ure nailand voiud—no judgments at 
alle By this decision, why can’t every min 
rent to jail or the Work-house by the Oourt of 
Criminal Correction claiin that he 
is not under sentence, and demand 
his . freedom? Aa soon as the ubove 
decision of the Court of Appeals had been ren- 
dered, a reporter basteaed with it to the Four 
Courts to learn what the Judges and attorneys 
outthere thought about it. All those made 
acguainted with it 

WERE SURPIrISED, 
to say the least, and but few were ready to yen- 
ture an opinion asto the actual results. 

JUDGE CADY 

was considerably umused ut the sudden attack 
of technical nicety that had so suddenly come 
overthe Court of Appeals. ‘"‘They may be 
right, strictly speaking,’’ said the Judge, 
** but never heard of such an 
objection before and they have passed 
a great many judgments from this court made 
out just like this one of Boogher’s.’’ 

‘** What effect willthe decision have upon all 
judements ef this court containing the words, 
‘itis ordered,’ instead of ‘itis considered?’ 
Willit not allow every man you have sent to 
the Work- house to cuine Out Ona writ of ha- 
be as corpus?’’ 

‘*Ithink not. I don’t think it will have 
any important effect. They will send 
Boogher back to me and I will sentence him. 
That will be the end ot it.’’ 

The reporter asked Judge Laughlin what he 
thonght of it. 

‘*Itnil to see the difference in the words 
‘ordered’ and ‘considvcred’ as they ure used in 
making out judgments. Of course there is a 
distinction, but it is a very nive oaec—not ma- 
tenal, however, lapprehend.’ 

“What is going to be the effect, Judge?’ 

**Thatlcan’t say. At first thought “T shoul: I 
be inclined to think that persons sentenced uce- 
cording tothe fOrmulin usedin the Boogher 
case, nnd now in the Jail or Work-house, 
eould get their liberty by a writ of habeas 
corpus,’”’

Strike Er eusielscences. 

A caso embodying reminiscences of the great 
laLor strike is progressing before Judge A:liains.

Intercsting Letter of Hon. R. Graham 
Frost to Dr. Preuss, Editor of the 
Amerika. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28, 1879. 

MY Dear Dr. PREUSS:—I have had your 
kind letter of April 21 under consideration for 
several days, but until to-day have not found 
the requisite time for ansyering it. You de- 
sire to know my views on the question of the 
Indian Territory, which I shall endeavor to 
communicate to you in as brief a manner as 
possible. I will preface my remarks With the 
statement that I have already introduced a bill 
known as the Franklin Bill, which was pre- 
sented in the last Congress by the Hon. Ben- 
jamin J. Franklin, of Kansas City. 

This bill contemplates the formation ofa 
territcrial government, the establishment of 
courts, etc., im a manner similar to that 
which prevails in other organized 
territories. I have not fully sat- 
isfied myself as to all the 
features of the bill, but introduced it in order 
to get the subject before the Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, of which lam a member, where 
I may advocate important changes. 

The Indian Territory contains about 70,000 
square mes of land, rich in agriculture and 
mineral resources of every description, includ- 
ing large quantities of excellent coal. The 
population is about 74,000, largely composed 
of civilized Indians, many of whom can read 
and write. The children are being well educat- 
ed under the operation of a very good school 
system. ‘lhe Indians have entire charge of the 
administration of their own affairs, with Gov- 
ernors, legislatures, courts, etc., of their own 
establishment, the Unitec States 
Court at Fort Smith, Ark., being 
vested with criminal jurisdiction 
alone. White men can only be admitted into 
the Territory under restrictions imposed by 
the Indians and with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. The lands are held in 
comnon. It will be seen that it results from 
this condition of affairs that this Territory is 
practically a barrier between our State and 
the Texas Gulf Coast. Its large and fertile 
territory, which would give our merchants a 
vast trade, is closed to their enterprise. The 
communal land system, if we are to be 
guided by experience, precludes any hopes of 
development or advance on the part of the In- 
dians. Our merchants can not deal with them 
on a Jarge scale, as there are no courts where 
their civil rights can be enforced. If the 
present system of government is to be perma- 
nent all this great body of rich land is destined 
to remain forever closed tq@ immigration, 
and, in a great part, a barren waste. I, 
therefore, think it of great importance 
to our own welfare, not onlyfin Missouri, but 
the entire West, that some change should be 
made in the established order of things. 

First, United States Courts should be vested 
with both criminal and civil jurisdiction and 
located in the Territory. The {ndians should 
be made citizens of the United States. They 
should be allowed a delegate in Congress, for, 
as they are taxed under our internal revenue 
system, so should they be entitled to corre- 
lative representation. Lastly, and I think this 
is the most important measure of all, both for 
the development ofthe latent wealth of the 
Territory and forthe welfare of the Indians 
themselves, the lands should be divided in 
severalty among tLe different members of the 
tribes, for on individual ownership our civil- 
ization is built up. 

There have been assertions made that there 
is a steal in the contemplated legislation. If 
so, I cannot discover it. Ishall support no 
bill which does not guarantee every acre of 
the Territory to the Indians to whom it prop- 
erly belongs. I would not give a single rood 
to any railrogd or other corporation. I would 
throw every safeguard around the Indian toe 
protect him in bis property, both from tne 
lawless violence and from the more peaceful 
I do not 
discuss in this brief memorandum the consti- 
tutional questions involved, which are plead- 
ed as prohibition of such legislation as I sug-

tions. If 1 did not I shoulénot advocate it. 

I see with regret that preparations are being 
made, probably under railroad instigation, to 
send immigrants into the Territory in viola- 
tion of existing laws. I hope and trust that | 
timely interference by the General Govern- 
ment will protect the Indians from such inva- 
sion. The danger of such lawless attempts 
will, however, be constant, so long asthe 
present condition of affairs remains unchang- 
ed. lam satisfied that the true solution of 
the Indian problem, one so important to West- 
ern interests, lies in absorbing the Indian into 
our body politic as speedily as practicable. 

I close these obsemwations with a quotation 
from Chief Joseph, whose wisdom and bravery 
justly entitle him toa place among the great 
men of the country: *‘Whenever the white 
men treat the Indians as they treat each 
otker, then we will have no more wars. We 
shall all be alike, brothers of one father and 
one mother, with one sky above us and one 
country around us, and one Government for 
all. Thenthe Great Spirit Chief who rules 
above will smile upon this land and send rain 
to wash out the bloody spots made by brothers’ 
hands from the face of the earth. For this 
time the Indian race are waiting and pray- 
ing.’’ Very truly yours,
